xtlbn of the building will be used 
principally for storage of. audl 
torlum equipment. Extending 
on the north side of the lot frorr 
the storage room to the fron 
line of the auditorium will be 
another section of the building 
71x80, '-^ith a kitchen, smal 
assembly room and other offices 
Between the, auditorium an<5( the 
administration building^' will be 
a ID-foot walk, which will widen 
out about midway to form a 
Small patio.   
 'The .plans, says Mr. Leonard 

are* tentative and subject to 
change, but the general Idea will 
be maintained. Cost of the 
building is set in the PWA esti­ 
mates at $11,000, but may not 
reach that figure. Of this 45 
percent will be an butright granl 
from PWA federal funds, aa6 
the balance of 55 percent will be 
paid by the cjty Of Torrance. 

  Other building activity In Tor- 
rance of an Important nature is 
the construction .of a .boys' phy­ 
sical education building at the 
high school to cost $28,000, on 
which the Board of Education Is 
now calling for bids to be 

Opened Sept. 16. The present 
gymnasium at the high school 
is inadequate.

Opposition to Colden was divided between Geyer and 
A. P. (Tony) Entenza, who polled 7,731 votes, in a cam­ 
paign that was waged intensively throughout the district.: 

' Assemblyman Fred Reaves 'won out in the 68th district 
\by 186 votes' over John T. Rawls. Reaves polled a total 
of 3,658 In 101 but of 102 precincts. Rawls' supporters 
numbered 3,472, with Haskell Tidwell, former secretary 
to Congressman' Colden third with 2,277, and Chaffee fourth 
with 968. 

Supervisor Leland M. Pord received a great vote of 
confidence from the people of the Fourth district, /who 
gave him 61,160 .votes in 827 out of 828 precincts. Ford's 
total exceeded that polled by all other 14 candidates.
